typhoid fever. 

The Lure of the Outdoors 

It is not to be wondered at that 
people long for the great outdoors 
after being housed in all winter They 
want a change. They want pine need 
les instead of feathers, starry skies 
instead of calcimine ceilings And so 
they roll by the thousands into the 


wide spaces for a camping sojourn. 


People are forgetful of the fact 
however that their organism may not 
be able to adapt itself to such a sud- 
den change of environment. The diet 
is changed, the water is different, 
'neir habits are not the same, the cli- 
mate is different. No wonder that 
mapy times such a vacation fair to do 
for them all they had hoped for. 

Dangers of Camping Out. 

In selecting a camping site one 
should take several points into con- 
sideration The location should be high 
and dry, in a region where the climate 
ise equable The spot should be more 
or less isolated, not a little two by 
four space surrounded by hundreds of | 
other campers. The locality should be 
free from mosquitoes. Pure water for 
drinking and bathing should be avail- 
able. 

Roughing it may have been all 
right for pioneer ancestors who had 
become inured to hardships tarough 
years of contract with the elements. 
But the life “we moderns” lead dur- 
ing fifty weeks of the year is a poor 
preparation for the rigors of camp 
life. Which explains why many peo- 
ple who have investcd three or four 
hundred dollars in a camping outfit 
are ready to sell out for a third on 
the dollar after using it one time. 

A two weeks’ session with spoiled 
canned goods, unfit water, ambitious 
mosquitoes, sleepless nights, inclem- 
ent weather, and other dangers , and 
ciscomforts is not what one would 
call a wonderful vacation. 

Camping is, however, a healthful 
Giversion, if properly done. But it has 
its elements of danger that makes 
residence in a crowded city, where 
sanitary regulations are-enforced, a 
tar healthier place by comparison in 
many instances. 

The biggest benefit in camping lies 
in the complete change it affords. If 
this change does not involve dangers 
it is of tremendous benefit.

_LONDON—Both the appeal of the 
province of Alberta and the counter- 
eppeal of the Dominion of Canada 
trom a Canadian supreme court de- 
cision respecting the question of 
whether the right of the crown upon 
intestacy is a provincial or Domin- 
ion right, were dismissed without 
cists by the judicial committee of the 
privy council today. The case in- 
volved the validity of the Utlimate 
Heir Act of the legislature of Al- 
berta. The judgement of the privy 
council upholds a ruling of the su- 
preme court of Canada that the Ulti 
mate Heir Act of Alberta is invalid. 
The act provides that where a per- 
son dies without legitimate heirs, 
certain of the property goes to the 
University of Alberta.

It is in our minds we are sick 
not in our bodies. Every new disease 
discovered finds’ many people ready 
to adopt the baby and give it shelter 
Who ever heard of appendicitis until 
the late King Edward had it? Then 
all the snobs wanted it and got it. 
Now it is quite fashionable 

Try thinking health instead of dis- 
ease. Get the thoughtt of health fixed 
in your mind. Don’t discuss disease. 
Disease is negative; health is posi- 
tive. There is no need even for you 
to get “better and better every day” 
as Coue taught. All that is necessary 
for any of us to do is to remain nor- 
mal every day. Health is the normal 
thing to possess not the abnormal. If 
you don’t agree with this, ask your 
doctor about it, and he’ll tell you it’s 
correct.
